Hut any new develo pm ent

w atching lest It suffer fro m the 
defects o f its virtues. 
I suggest three po ints th at seem 
to me w o rth w atching in o ur 
re ­ 
search adventures In o ur co lleges 
and universities, vi*.: 
F irst, there is a tendency to turn 
research into a ritua l 
instead 
o f 
jealo usly guarding Its reality . 
Seco nd, there is a 
tendency 
to 
m ake research dependent upo n ex ­ 
pensive and ex tensive equipm ent. 
T hird, th ere is a tendency to keep 
pure and applied science severely 
ap art, a s if g reat advances are no t 
likely to be m ade if research has a 
w eather ey e o n th e po ssibility 
o f 
p ractical results. 
T hese th ree tendencies, uncheck­ 
ed, m ay y et kill th e sp irit o f r e ­ 
search in o ur co lleges and un iver­ 
sities. 
R especting th e first, we m ust try 
to sto p the dish earten in g am o unt 
o f po t-bo iling hack-w o rk research 
th a t is reluctan tly and 
resentfully 
carried o n by y o ung pro fesso rs in 
o ur co lleges and 
universities 
be­ 
cause they have reaso n to believe 
th at o nly so can they ho pe fo r p ro ­ 
fessio nal 
advancem ent. 
R esearch 
th a t ls o nly a kind o f daily do zen 
fo r the pro fesso r’s m ind o r a kind 
o f c h ara cter reference fo r a 
m an 
seeking em plo y m ent is alien to the 
true sp irit o f research.

R especting the second an d third, 
we m ust return a g a in a nd a g a fa to 
the histo ry o f such 
scientist« 
a s
